Senator Watson, who is visiting this city, says 
the tariff wjll be the principal issue in the forth¬ 
coming Session of Parliament as far as the West¬ 
ern members are concerned. To any person at all 
familiur with Canadian public matters and Cana¬ 
dian political history it is quite clear that little 
short of a miracle eon prevent this fundamental 
economic question distracting the two Houses 
within the next few months. It is one of the chief 
planks of the farmers’ associations of the Prairie 
Provinces, the strongest and most influential non- 
political organizations in the West, and recently 
the United Farmers of Ontario adopted a radical 
poliey on it for recommendation to Parliament. 
This is altogether apart from the consideration 
given to the question by any political party. 

It is impossible to adopt a complete policy of 
reconstruction without Tirst settling the traiff 
question. It cuts clean across our entire system 
of national finance. The Government is trying to 
place many thousands of soldiers on the land, but 
if excessive customs duties are maintained on agri¬ 
cultural implements and other means of produc¬ 
tion the new settlers will be handicapped from the 
•tart. It is desirable that convenient, profitable 
markets be found for our eifportable surplus, but 
this cannot be done unless tariff concessions are 
made by the Dominion and the other countries in¬ 
volved. It is now an axiom that the manner in 
which Canada will recover from the war will be 
dependent upon the measure of the development 
of her great natural resources, agriculture, min¬ 
ing, fisheries, and so forth, but if the cost of* ma¬ 
chinery and other means of development is made 
unduly high by tariff restrictions that develop¬ 
ment will be checked. 

The tariff always has been the chief national 
political issue in the Prairie Provinces, the devel¬ 
opment of which has been the main sotrree of the 
Dominion's prosperity in the last twenty years. 
It expresses the principal line of cleavage between 
Canada west and east of the Great I-akcs, especial¬ 
ly since the election of 1911. 

The agitation for the revision of the tariff 
comes mainly from the West, the same West that 
virtu ally put the Union Government in office. The 
"West was quite content lo leave this apd other im- 
portauf domestic policies in the sir during the war, 
but it is. not going to allow existing tariff con¬ 
ditions to continue beyond the hour of bare ne¬ 
cessity. It fears that unless something is done 
soon the present schedule of rates—“war duties” 
and all—will be embodied in a permanent policy, 
ami that fear is accentuated by the fact that Sir 
Thomas White, acting-premier and Finance Min¬ 
ister, is a notorious advocate of high protection. 

This is not a political question iu the West. It 
is s matter intimately concerning western interests, 
western development and western prosperity. In-, 
eidentally, the high tariff apostles whq are getting 
ready to brand those who raise the tariff issue as 
unpatriotic and Bolshevik—blessed wortl—might 
remember that one of the planks or the United 
Fanners calls for free trade within the Empire 
in the place of the customs bars which were raised 
•gainst British -goods three years ago. - - ■

Anarchy made 
in Germany and Russia cannot flourish in Augl<>- 
Kaxon countries when those who try to bring it 
here are not permitted to come in. It is a para¬ 
sitical growth and if the soil in which it flourishes 
best be kept where it originated it cannot last long 
in countries where democratic institutions exist, as 
long as they continue to maintain those institu¬ 
tions. Freedom and education, however, are Bol¬ 
shevism’s best preventatives and antidotes. Au- 
archy is the child of repression and ignorance.

“The last thiVe months, so full of 
Importance in the history of the world, 
have seen the climax of our work. 
Much has been done In England. but 
the centre of our energies has been the 
work in France. 

"Try to realise what It meant when 
our goaded lorries, which had tolled 
for mllss and miles over shell-torn, 
rough roads, were tearing Into the 
Brig tan and French towns before the 
retreating Germans had actually left 
them. The Red Cross had paid special

of cases of condensed milk, of babies' 
food, of good soups were brought and 
distributed. It is no exaggeration to 
say that thousand* of lives were saved 
by the Rod Cross, for It must be 
borne in mind that not only were these 
poor people suffering from all the 
trials consequent cn. the occupation 
of IhiJr country and on constant heavy 
fighting, but the rax.iges of influenxa 
wen- frightful. With no strength to 
sustain them, for Their constitutions

The Board keeps a representative trav¬ 
elling from coast to coast interviewing 
pensioners and addressing organizations 
interested in their welfare. He has already 
conferred with more than 30,000 pen¬ 
sioners. 

At present 60.P00 pensions arc being 
administered by the Board. 

A Pension—Whet it is 

A pension is not a gift, gratuity or re¬ 
ward for service done. It is compensation 
—money paid as a right by Canadians, 
through their Government, to offset in a 
measure the handicaps suffered in war by 
their fellow-citizens—a debt that the coun¬ 
try owes to our returned men, and to the 
dependents of those who have fallen. 

It is in this spirit thatOrdcrs-in-Council 
governing pensions are framed. It is in 
this spirit that the Board of Pensions 
Commissioners administers these Ordcrs- 
in-Council. 

To Whom Payable 

Pensions are not awarded for service. 

Broadly speaking, any soldier or sailor 


Amount of Pension 

The pension is awarded to a soldier or 
sailor so that he can live in decent comfort, 
despite his handicap. 

Hie money he may be able to earn, or 
the money he earned before the war, does 
not affect the amount of his pension. The 
extent of his handicap alone in the general 
labor market is considered. 

Every man who has increased his in¬ 
come by Vocational Training will not have 
his pension decreased «r discontinued. 

Fhe amount of the pension varies also 
according to the soldier’s rank; but his 
trade or profession is not considered. The 
minimum pension for a totally disabled 
unmarried soldier or sailor of the lowest 
rank is #600 a year.

Pensions to Dependents 

Widows of soldiers or sailors who have 
died during or as a result of service, are 
entitled to pension so long as they do not 
remarry. 

Children of soldiers or sailors are en¬ 
titled to pensions up to the age of sixteen, 
if boys, or seventeen, if girls. 

Pension is awarded to the parents of a 
soldier or sailor according, (a) to the de¬ 
gree of their depencfency on the deceased 
soldier and, (b) according to their needs.

She recognised, she said, fully that 
they are in the experimental stage— 
the immediate difficulties of a fair esti¬ 
mate are heightened by the disturbing 
influence of the war. But certain gen¬ 
eral principles stood out clearly. 

She pointed out "The theory is not 
new. l*ong ago Lord Shaftesbury drew 
attention to the nations^ dangers 
caused by underpaid and underfed 
1 ii> •' His agitation led to the fixing 
of a iiiuiiuiuin age for certain clauses

of labor. From a minimum age to a 
minimum wage is a simple and natural 
step.

Minimum 
wage laws are a recognition of these 
conditions, and a genuine, if restricted, 
attempt to meet them. 

"Tig history of minimum wage laws 
Is illuminating, and proves them to be 
practical." 

MIsm Stewart sketched the movement 
from Its inception in Australia In 18'J*, 
and its progress through Tasmania, 
New Zealand. England, the United 
States. Manitoba and British Colum¬ 
bia. 

Particular interest attached, she 
said, to two contradictory decisions of 
the Supreme Court at Washington, D. 
C. By the Arst minimum wage law* 
were declared to be ultra vires on the 
contention that the wage level la no 
safe indication of social conditions. But 
in a later decision, on the ground that 
a bady paid, badly fed laborer is of 
necessity an undesirable citlaen. the 
principle of minimum wage was al¬ 
lowed. 

The working of the lawe has showm. 
she pointed out. that expected diffi¬ 
culties have not materialised. Employ¬ 
er* of the better kind have taken kind¬ 
ly to them—in fact it is usually only 
the most undesirable class of employer 
who comes within their range.
